This architect's drawing shows what the first school in Lev ittown will look like, it’s 
site plan and details of the main entrance. It is Bristol township's John Fitch 
elementary school, now being planned for the new community that is expected to grow to 7 0,000 in three years. The “self-contained'' 600-pupil building, designed around the 
needs of the modern curriculum and embodying accepted adv ances in school architecture, will occupy a 24-acre site centering on the tirst section of Lev ittown together with 
swimming pool, ball field and playground areas. It will hav e 20 all-purpose classrooms, each with direct access to an adjacent outdoor teaching area. Layout and equipment 
in each of the 22-by-37 ^4-foot classrooms allow for simultaneous work in three related activ ities, like art, science and w'oodworking or Jlie three It's. Each room will hav e its 
own toilet, storage and wardrobe facilities. Other features of the school include a 40-by-60-foot auditorium-gymnasium, a 240 seat cafeteria, complete kitchen, administrativ e 
offices and music practice room. Utility installations allow for ev entual expansion of the school to 8 00-pupil capacity. Construction is to start this summer and partial 
occupancy is expected by late fall. The school was designed by the Philadelphia architectural firm of Howell Lewis Shay in cooperation with Bristol township school authori­ 
ties and Bucks County administrator Dr. Charles H. Boehm.

I here can be only one ex planation for 
General Lisenhower not hav ing disav owed the 
strategy and tactics being used to try to win 
the Republican nomination for him.

pule, T he truth is that the Kiaenhower spokes­ 
men have elected to brazen the matter out and 
pretend that it is com m endable instead‘of cor­ 
rupt to introduce large numbers of Democratic 
votes into what ought to be a strictly in-the- 
party job for the Republicans— that of choosing 
its national delegates, and thereby its candidate 
for president. 
Injection of the Dem ocrats into Republi­ 
can internal affairs, as a desperate effort to help 
along the floundering Eisenhower candidacy, 
is of course impossible in a great many states. 
I oophotes of this type were closed long ago by 
believers in clean, fair elections, so far as most 
o f the states are concerned. 
How ever, in a number of other states, by a 
variety of expedients, the Eisenhower camp has 
succeeded in massing an array of Democrats 
against the p r o - Taft rank and file of the R e­ 
publican party. 
I wo instances are sufficient to prove the 
point. One of the exam ples is that of Texas, 
where a deliberate publicity campaign was con­ 
ducted to show the Dem ocrats of that state 
that they could sign a “loyalty pledge*' to the 
Republican Party without being legally bound 
by it; and second, that they could vote in the 
Republican precinct conventions for a Republi­ 
can nominee, in the Dem ocratic conventions for 
a Democratic nominee, and then next fall vote 
for whichever candidate they choose. 
A s a result, hordes of so-called "Republi­ 
cans ’ poufed out in precincts which never say 
more than a handful of Republican votes in 
history, and steam rollered through a slate of 


cratic voters to cast Republican party primary 
ballots. 
On the face of the figures, somewhere up­ 
wards of half of the votes cast in the Republican 
primary actually were cast by Democrats. 
A s noted above, there is current today 
an active effort not only to apologize for this 
indefensible practice, but to try to whitewash 
it into something com m endatory to Eisenhow­ 
er — to try to prove that it shows his "vast 
appeal". 
To cite one exam ple am ong many, the 
Evening Bulletin in Philadelphia has editor­ 
ialized and cartooned on the point that "the 
expressed will of the voters shall be heeded." 
But with all deference to the Evening 
Bulletin, it hasn't a leg to stand on in this argu­ 
ment. It can search all the exponents of polit­ 
ical science, all the students of electoral prac­
